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Bush calls oil spill ‘major tragedy;’ 
administration rules out fed. help

WASHINGTON President 
Bush said Thursday that the oil spill 
off Alaska’s coast is “a major 
tragedy,” but his administration 
ruled out a federal takeover of the 
cleanup. 

Meanwhile, top administration offi- 
cials reported that the cleanup was 
marred by the shipping company’s 
failure to respond swiftly in the hours 
just after the tanker Exxon Valdez 
ran aground last Friday. 

“Approximately 10 million gallons 
(of crude oil) went into the water and 
most of that went into the water in the 
first five hours,” said Transportation 
Secretary Samuel K. Skinner. 

He said faster action by the Exxon 
Shipping Co., which owned the super- 
tanker, “might have diminished it 
(the damage) somewhat.” 

While U.S. officials were generally 
generous in their praise of Exxxon’s 
subsequent performance in the 


cleanup effort, Adm. Paul Yost, the 
Coast Guard commandant, voiced in- 
credulity that the accident could have 
happened at all. 

Yost said that the large-ship chan- 
nel leading from Valdez, Alaska, 
where the tanker had taken on its 
cargo of crude oil, to the open Gulf of 
Alaska, was wide and well-marked. 

“We've got 10 miles of open water 
there. And for that vessel to come 
over and hit a reef is almost unbeliev- 
able,” Yost told reporters. 

“This is not treacherous in the area 
they went aground. It’s 10 miles 
wide. Your children could drive a 
tanker up through it.” 

“Obviously something went very 
badly wrong,” he said. 

He said allegations of “alcohol use” 
by the tanker’s captain were being 
closely scrutinized by the govern- 
ment. 

Yost, Skinner and Environmental 
Protection Agency Administrator 
William Reilly spoke to reporters at 


the White House after briefing Bush 
on their two-day survey of efforts to 
battle the spreading oil slick in 
Alaska’s Prince William Sound. 

Bush, speaking to the Association 
of Community and Junior Colleges, 
said the spill — the worst in the na- 
tion’s history — was “a subject of con- 
cern to all Americans today.” 

Departing from his prepared text, 
Bush said: “There’s no doubt this is a 
major tragedy, both for the environ- 
ment and for the people up there.” 

He expressed confidence that those 
involved in the cleanup were doing 
their best “to see that the damage is 
restricted.” 

But, the president said, “let’s be 
frank. There are some very serious 
problems up there right now.” 

He said the cleanup “will not be 
easy.” 

At the same time, the administra- 
tion decided against one option ini- 
tially mentioned by Bush as a possibil- 
ity — a federal takeover of the 


Geanup process. Skinner said the 
cleanup operation now appears to be 
well-coordinated among Exxon, fed- 
eral and state agencies, and “at this 
point there is not a need to federalize 
this effort.” 

“Such a decision might be counter- 
productive because of the coordina- 
tion that is now going on,” he added. 

Reilly said damage to fish and 
wildlife “may be felt there for some 
time to come.” 

“This is obviously a disaster of 
enormous potential magnitude and 
impact on the environment,” Reilly. 
said. “It seems inevitable that there 
will be a very substantial impacts.” 

Reilly said Bush had given “top pri- 
ority” to a federal assessment of how 
to best protect the oil-damaged areas 
of the once-pristine area in southern 
Alaska. 

Reilly said the spill would not 
change the administration’s support 
for oil exploration in the Arctic Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge in northeast 
Alaska.

Sunday all clocks spring forward 


It’s the season for everyone to change to daylight savings

Sunday night everyone will make 
the annual change to daylight savings 
time. It’s no major feat to change 
household clocks to and from day- 
light-saving, but consider changing 
the thousands of clocks on the BYU 
campus. 

Just how does BYU do it? Will little 
elves skip from clock to clock at 2 a.m. 
this Sunday? Or does Father Time 
appear? 

In truth, there is a man on campus 
who claims that twice a year, “they 
call me Father Time.” Marvin G. 
Taufer, an electrician at the BYU 
Physical Plant, is the one responsible 
for changing campus clocks to and 
from daylight-saving. The procedure 
is all electronic, he said. 

Taufer will only be on campus for 
about an hour making the time 
change. It’s a matter of pulling a cou- 
ple switches and overseeing that the 
transaction made the proper connec- 
tions. All but a “few odd ... (campus 
clocks) here and there” are not con- 


nected to the master clock in the BYU 
Physical Plant, explained BYU’s 
Electric Shop Supervisor, Harold D. 
Chipman. When the time change is 
made from the master clock, signals 
will be sent to other campus clocks, 
moving them ahead an hour, said 
Chipman. 

Taufer, who has “only been doing 
this for ten years,” said he plans to 
make the time change just after mid- 
night on Sunday. Most students have 
never entertained the question of how 
BYU changes campus clocks for the 
daylight-saving. Forrest H. Hale, an 
18-year-old freshmen from West Ger- 
many, studying business, said, “I 
think they (BYU) probably have a 
crew go around in the middle of the 
night.” 

Robert S. Pace, 22, an economics 
major from Vancouver, Wa. guessed, 
“T would have to say it’s probably the 
maintenance guys.” 

Senior Kristy W. Searle, 23, an ed- 
ucation major from Salt Lake rightly 
guessed that “there’s some main sys- 
tem all the clocks are hooked up to.”

While mortality rate drops, 
smoking still takes its toll

ATLANTA — The overall U.S. 
death rate dropped by 8 percent over 
seven years, but federal health re- 
searchers said Thursday that mortal- 
ity rates from smoking-related lung 
disease keep increasing as those dis- 
eases kill smokers from decades ago. 

In 1986, the nation recorded about 
2.1 million deaths, or 873 for every 
100,000 Americans. That rate is a 
drop of 8 percent from 1979, when the 
rate was about 950-per 100,000, re- 
searchers at the Centers for Disease 
Control said. 


The decline, the CDC said, is par- 
tially due to decreases in the death 
rates from coronary heart disease — 
the nation’s leading cause of death, 
accounting for about 593,000 fatalities 
a year — and stroke, which kills 
125,000 people a year. 

The mortality rate from heart dis- 
ease fell 18 percent to 227 per 100,000 
in 1986, while the rate from stroke 
dropped 26 percent, to 56 per 160,000. 

Heart disease and stroke are two 
illnesses for which smoking is consid- 
ered a risk factor. 

But while mortality rates from

Physicist says lack of evidence 
‘handicaps’ U of U’s fusion claim

perature hydrogen fusion research at 
BYU, may be more acceptable to the 
scientific community than larger 
claims of the same type of research at 
the University of Utah. 

Some scientists, including physi- 
cists at the U of U, have rasied ques- 
tions about the viability U of U hydro- 
gen fusion experiments. 

Despite the silence of BYU scien- 
tists, Wulf Kunkel, head of the Mag- 
netic Fusion Energy group at the 
University of California at Berkeley 
and a professor of physics, said there 
are indications that the BYU work 
might be more reliable. 

Both universities are claiming they 
can show that hydrogen fusion can 
take place at ordinary temperatures 
and inside a solid erystal, but Kunkel 


said BYU has years of previous well- 
published work with muon-catalyzed 
or “cold” fusion, while the U of U did 
not give indications of such research. 
U.of U chemist B. Stanley Pons and 
his British colleague, Martin Fleis- 
chman, say their fusion experiments 
produced. four times as much energy 
as was put in. BYU physicist Steven 
Ear! Jones has made no such claim. 

Kunkel said fusion can potentially 
produce a lot of energy, but there may 
be problems in containing and utiliz- 
ing it. “I can see something going 
wrong; that they can’t control the 
chemicals. (The reaction) can behave 
in a different way which has nothing 
to do with fusion,” said Kunkel. 

An article in the Wall Street Jour- 
nal Wednesday, commenting on the 
differences between the claims made 
by the two universities, said BY U sci- 
entists have directly measured the 
neutrons characteristically released 
by a hydrogen fusion reaction. 

“The Salt Lake City scientists, on 


the other hand, have mentioned only 
an indirect measurement of the neu- 
trons, in which they recorded gamma 
rays given off when the neutrohs . 
plowed through a vat of water sur- 


Younding their fusion apparatus,” 


said the article. 

One claim made by Pons and Fleis- 
chman, called extraordinary by many 
observers, is that they were able to 
sustain fusion reactions in a wire of 
palladium metal for more than 100 
hours. 

BYU research has focused on the 
use of muons (subatomic particles) as 
a catalyst for the fusion. 

Kunkel said the problem has al- 
ways been the low rate of cold fusion 
reaction. “The probability of such fu- 
sion taking place is small but not 
zero.” 

“We (scientists) are wondering if 
BYU or the U of U really have the 
best equipment available to change 
that,” Kunkel said.

A document outlining guidelines for news reporting has 
been rebuffed by Utah journalists who say they are afraid 
the guidelines may be dangerous to First Amendment

“There are inherent rights journalists have under the 
First Amendment. The guidelines go into details that are 
too specific from a journalist’s point of view,” said Nelson 
Wadsworth, past president of the Utah Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists (SPJ) and board member of the Utah 
Bar Association’s Committee on Principles and Guidelines 


for News Reporting. 


“The final version of the document is not acceptable to 
most journalists I’ve talked to,” Wadsworth said. “Jour- 
nalists object to the fact that the document is written by 


lawyers and not by journalists.” 


The guidelines outline reporter-law enforcement rela- 


records are also included in the document. 

Executive Director of the Utah State Bar Association 
Stephen F’. Hutchinson said the document was written to 
help educate journalists, lawyers and judges about the 


rights of the press to cover law enforcement and criminal 


proceedings. 


“The intent of the guidelines wasn’t to come up with 
hard and fast regulations against journalists, but to come 
up with some guides for different situations in reporting 
legal and criminal proceedings,” Hutchinson said.

NASA’s exodus may lead to accidents 


WASHINGTON — Morale at the National Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration now is as bad as it was following the 1986 Challenger disaster, and 
Congress is to blame, says departing NASA Administrator James C. 
Fletcher. 

Fletcher, in a copyright interview published Thursday in the Deseret News, 
said NASA’s situation is one that could prove fertile ground for another 
aerospace accident. Two actions by Congress have led to a “big exodus” of top 

‘NASA officials who are taking with them key experience, he said. 

Fletcher said Congress denied raises to top NASA officials and passed 
“revolving door” legislation that would prohibit workers after May 16 from 
leaving government service to immediately work for aerospace contractors 
with whom they worked at NASA. 

_ Fletcher, who steps down next week as NASA administrator, is considering 

_ advising the University of Utah on its fusion research project. Fletcher served 
__as president of the school 1964-1971. 

After the Challenger exploded, former President Reagan looked for some- 

, one to restore confidence at NASA, oversee redesign of the space shuttle and 

ensure its safe return to space. After the third successful post-Challenger 

- flight ended earlier this month, Fletcher decided that his mission to get the

Kremlin signs private trade agreement 


MOSCOW — A group of American and Soviet businessmen said Thursday 
they have signed an agreement that could create joint ventures worth up to 
$10 billion over the next two decades. min’ 

The agreement reached by the American Trade Consortium and the Soviet 
Foreign Economic Consortium establishes a legal and business framework for 
the development of joint ventures between the two groups. 

It was the first time a private commercial agreement was signed in the 
Kremlin and caps a year of negotiation, said James H. Giffen, president of the 
American group. 

Some of the possible joint ventures could include oilseed processing, and 
manufacture of floppy discs. a 

Giffen said difficult issues such as ways to repatriate profits earned in the 
Soviet Union and how investments will be made had been resolved “in princi- 
ple” by the agreement. 

Repatriation of profits has been the key problem for Western companies 
trying to do business in the Soviet Union. The Soviet ruble is not convertible, 
and any profits earned in rubles are worthless outside the country.

BYU research has been backed 
with a theory by theoretical physicist 
Johann Rafelski at the University of 
Arizona, whereas no theory so far has 
been offered for the U of U discovery, 
the Wall Street Journal said. 

The announcement by the U of U 
with the absence of concrete scientific 
facts had slightly embarrassed the 
scientific community and left scien- 
tists “handicapped,” said Kunkel. 

He said reactions among scientists 
ranged from great enthusiasm to cold 
skepticism. 

His own reaction had been “puzzled 
but intrigued” and together with oth- 
ers he had found the initial claims “in- 
credible.” 

“Y'll believe it when I see more, par- 
ticularly when it has been introduced 
outside of Utah,” he said. 

Both universities have submitted 
reports of their work to the British 
journal, Nature, for review by an in- 
dependent board of scientists and be 
ready for publication on April 27, at 
the earliest. 

The two reports can be accepted or 
rejected and the authors may be 
asked to change conclusions. What- 
ever the circumstances of the re- 
search might be, Kunkel said, “it’s 
worth persuing.”

Alpine School District spends more 
than $1 million each year for text 
books, and they are asking for public 
input into the selection process, said a 
school district administrator. 

“We want the public to become ac- 
quainted with the textbooks we use in 
the Alpine School District. This is the 
public’s opportunity to have a say in 
the district’s course of study,” said 
Sharon Beck, director of Curriculum 
and Staff Development for the school 
district. 

The Alpine School District studies 
textbooks on a seven year cycle, and 
this year the school district is study- 
ing elementary language arts text- 
books, said Beck. 

“We spend well over $1 million on 
textbooks,” said Jack McKelvy, assis- 
tant superintendent over business ad- 
ministration for the Alpine School 
Distriet. Some textbook funds come 
from fees the schools collect for new 
library books and textbooks, he said. 
The rest of the money spent for text- 
books comes from the school district’s 
general fund, said McKelvy.

approved by the state educational 
system, said Beck. Then the state ap- 
proved textbooks are compared to the 
district’s curriculum by a committee 
of teachers and administrators, she 
said. “Utah state law requires pub- 
lishers to submit textbooks to the 
state for approval, and the state has 
price contracts of four years with pub- 
lishers,” said Shawna Stewart, man- 
ager of textbook services for the 
Utah’s Office of Education.

A decrease in the number of re- 
cruits for the military has placed high 
pressure on recruiters to fill quotas 
andi might, force the military to find 
alternative ways to attract volun- 
teers. 

While 300,000 people entered the 
military last year; the U.S. Army for 
the first time in éight years failed to 
fillits quota.

“The youth cohort is shrinking,” 
said Charles Moskos, a professor at 
Northwestern University specializ- 
ing in military sociology. 

Demographic trends show a de- 
crease by 20 percent in the number of 
18-24 year-old males compared to 
1980, a trend not projected to turn 
around until 1992, said Moskos. An- 
other problem is the low youth unem- 
ployment, he said. 

“The biggest loss is with the high 
quality graduate market,” said Cap. 
Kevin Kerns, operations officer at the 
Army Recruiting Battalions in Den- 
ver. “With the college fund we could

The Alpine School District will 
make textbooks available for the pub- 
lic’s input Monday and Tuesday, from 
1 p.m. to 8 p.m. at the Harrington 
Teacher Center, 50 North Center in 
American Fork, said Beck. 

Linda Christensen, the PTA presi- 
dent at Orchard Elementary School in 
Orem, said most parents are apa- 
thetic about what textbooks are used 
to teach math or spelling, and only 
become concerned about textbooks 
when topics of sex or Aids education 
are taught. 

“Parents don’t feel qualified to 
make the decision about whether or 
not one text is better than another. I 
am a teacher too, and I don’t think I’m 
that qualified to decide what textbook 
should be used for some classes ei- 
ther,” said Christensen. 

Beck said about 20 or 30 people 
participate each year, depending on 
what is being considered.

Hatch opposes bill for Congressional intervention

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, has an- 
nounced his opposition to a “Presi- 
dent’s commission” that has been pro- 
posed by members of Congress to 
hear disputes and renegotiate con- 
tracts for union workers and manage- 
ment of recently bankrupt Eastern 
Airlines. 

The bill is currently on the House 
floor with a vote on a commission 
scheduled for next week. 

“The big question is what a decision 
by a legislative body will do to distort 




















the bankruptcy process,” said Hatch 
Aide Bob Lockwood. 

A presidential commission would 
“look at union grievances and man- 
agement’s opinions and force Eastern 
back to work,” said Lockwood. 

According to Lockwood, Hatch 
wants the negotiators to settle the 
dispute themselves and to keep gov- 
ernment at arms length. 

“It’s the  anti-interventionists 
versus the interventionists and the 
interventionists are trying to pervert 
the normal negotiating processes be- 
tween parties by forging a commis- 
sion,” said Lockwood.

The 
charges included fabricating high 
school diplomas and falsifying the in- 
formation on physical problems and 
other educational records for about 80 
recruits. 


Moskos said these kinds of recruit. 


ment scandals are likely to increase 
even further this year. “Quotas have 
been relatively low and still they (the 
military) didn’t make the goal. There 
are not enough youths,” he said. 
Moskos said in an interview with 
National Public Radio that an in- 
creased, number of letters from re- 
cruiters and recruiters’ wives to mili- 
tary publications complaining that 
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“this kind of duty is impossible,” is 
another sign that the recruitment sit- 
uation may be becoming untenable. 

“Solutions might be lowering stan- 
dards, pay more and try to bring in 
more women, civilians and reserves,” 
said Moskos. 

A proposal to create a National Ser- 
vice System, sponsored by Senate 
Armed Services Chairman Sam 
Nunn, D-Ga., and Congressman 
Dave "McCurdy, D-Okla., would tie 
eligibility for federal college student 
grants to military or to community 
service such as help with day care, 
nursing homes or environmental 
clean-up.

“There has been some debate by 
some members of Congress toward 
the implementation of the Railway 
Labor Act, under which a Chapter 11 
filing company is given 60 days to re- 
organize and restart business,” said 
Eastern Airlines spokesman Robin 
Mattell. 

“These situations have not worked 
well with management in the past,” 
said Mattell. 

Hatch feels President Bush has the 
right idea for telling the federal gov- 
ernment “hands off” and for not want- 
ing a legislative body interfering with 
private enterprise. 

“President Bush feels that big 
brother shouldn’t be around to tell 
businesses what to do,” said Hatch’s 
Washington D.C. Spokesperson Paul 
Smith. 

Lockwood said Hatch is convinced 
that free enterprise should be allowed 
to take its. course without “perver- 
sion” of bankruptcy laws. 

“The negotiative processes have 
established very ample opportunities 
to decide on a settlement, and how to 
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reorganization should procéed,” said 
Lockwood. to 

“The negotiators have had: long 
enough and nothing has happened 
prior to work stoppage,” said’ Lock- 
wood. 

“Sen. Hatch has held conferences in 
his Washington D.C. office with top 
Eastern management because of the 
many jobs at stake in Utah, and un- 
derstands both the management’ and 
the union,” Lockwood said.

The “Act for Better Child Care,” 
co-sponsored by Sen. Orrin Hatch, is 
awaiting a vote in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. If passed it will be intro- 
duced to the Senate next week.

Prescriptions come in generic form

The next time you get a prescription filled, consider 
asking for it in generic form and you might save from 50 to 


80 percent, said a local pharmacist. 


Pharmacists use the commonly called “orange book” put 
out by the United States Department of Health and Hu- 
man Resources to see what drugs might come in a generic 
form. Not all generic drugs are exactly equal to their name 
brand counterpart — but close, said Don Grothe, a phar- 


macist with Smith’s in Orem. 


Generic drugs are controlled by the Federal Food and 


Drug Administration, said Grothe. 


“Grade A drugs are closely equivalent to the name 
brand product,” said Grothe. Grade B generics may be 
absorbed into the system a little differently than the same 


name brand product, he said. 


Salt Lake City FDA representative Ted Steinke said, 
“The FDA considers them (generics) to be bio-equivalent 


as to the drug they are copying.” 


Jack Carey, another Orem pharmacist, said that if there 
is a generic available, he tells the buyer and tries not to 
persuade them one way or the other. Carey said there are 
some third-party providers that require pharmacists to 
fill prescriptions with generic drugs unless specified oth- 


erwise by the doctor. 


Deseret Mutual Benefits Association (DMBA) in- 


surance, which is used by many BYU faculty members, 
requires this, he said. : 

Judy Kimzey, insurance clerk specialist for BYU said, 
“At local pharmacies, (DMBA participants) are given the 
generic unless the doctor specifies otherwise.” If people 
order through the mail order system provided by DMBA, 
Kimzey said generic or name brand can be obtained. 

By law, if a doctor writes across the prescription ‘dis- 
pense as written,’ 
generic, said Carey. The DMBA prescription form used 
two boxes where the doctor specifies generic or not, said 


Kimzey.

Economic circumstances usually encourage people to 
request a generic form, said Carey. Using generics for 
refillable prescriptions or for single-time prescriptions 
can really save people a lot of money, the pharmacists 


said.

thought about it, the more I felt the 
whole concept was flawed. The guide- 
lines are written from a lawyer’s point 
of view and not from the journalist’s 
input,” Webb said. 

The Committee on Principles and 
Guidelines for News Reporting is 
comprised of three Utah Bar Associa- 
tion members, two judges, two attor- 


neys, two public relations personnel, © 


two law enforcement officers and four 
reporters. 

“The guidelines are written from a 
lawyer’s perspective and are conde- 
sending to journalists,” Wadsworth 
said. 

There are three reasons why mem- 
bers of SPJ don’t like the guidelines, 
according to Bill Sileock, KBYU-TV 
news director and chairman of the 
Utah Headliners Chapter of SPJ. 

“The language of the guidelines is 
condescending to journalists. The 
document is written lawyer’s terms, 
and not on the basis of journalistic 
opinions. We also are afraid the 
guidelines may become institutional- 
ized or become binding on journal- 
ists,” Sileock said. 

“The language of the document is 
clear that the guidelines are volun- 
tary on the part of the journalist,” 
Webb said. “Even though the guideli- 
nes are voluntary, lawyers will use 
the guidelines against the journalist if 
they get the chance.” 

Webb said judges have the respon- 





sibility to protect court proceedings, 
but journalists must still have the 
freedom to report newsworthy 
events, he said. 

“In the Singer-Swapp cases last 
year, the judge did try to invoke an 
older version of ‘Principles and Guide- 
lines for News Reporting,’ and in ef- 
fect he tried to make the guidelines 
mandatory. Although that order 
didn’t carry through in the final court 
rules for the trial, the danger did ex-

those illnesses were declining, death 
rates from smoking-related lung dis- 
eases were on the rise, the CDC re- 
ported. 

The mortality rate from lung can- 
eer, which kills 126,000 Americans 
each year, rose 15 percent from 1979 
to 1986, to 50 deaths per 100,000 peo- 
ple. And the rate for smoking-related 
lung diseases other than cancer — 
such as emphysema and bronchitis — 
rose 33 percent, to 28 per 100,000. 
Those diseases kill 71,000 Americans 
a year. 

The CDC’s report also noted trends 
in other causes of death. The mortal- 
ity rate for colorectal cancer, which 
kills 56,000 people a year, fell 7 per- 
cent to 22 per 100,000.
